4. Identification of principal proposed amendments: No proposed amendments 
were discussed during the February 18, 2004 interview. The application had been 
amended on December 23, 2003 and the Examiner had not yet issued another Office 
Action at the time of the interview on February 1 8, 2004. 

5. Brief Identification of principal arguments: Apphcants' undersigned 
representative argued that the impedance matching patterns disclosed by Ikata et al do 
not function as a RF antenna, but instead match the impedance of a RF antenna disposed 
elsewhere. Applicants' undersigned representative further argued that Sholley et al do 
not teach or suggest a RF antenna disposed on a integrated circuit package. The 
Examiner reiterated his argument that the impedance matching patterns disclosed by 
Dcata et al are identical to the RF antenna of the present invention. 

6. Indication of other pertinent matters discussed: None 

7. Results of Interview: Agreement with respect to the claims was not reached. 
The Examiner indicated that he will further consider the subject matter recited in 
dependent claims 28-3 1 .
